Church lists Social Security changes 



RALEIGH, N.C. (UP!) - 
. Sen. Frank Church, D-Idalio. 
chairman of the Senate Special 
Committee on Aging, says his 
proposal to remove the Social 
Security System from the 
Department of Health, 
. EducaUon^and .Welfare, has 
received strong support 
. among members of Congress. 
Speaking Thursday to a 
conference of about 1,000 
senior citizens, Church said he 
has Introduced a bill In 
Congress to remove Social 
Security from the control of 
, HEW to flake the politics out 
ofSocialSeCll^fly.' , 
He said the measure has 



received "strong ■■ bipartisan 
support," and his remarks 
brought a loud round of ap- 
plause from Uie audience. 

Church also proposed a 
revision In Social Security to 
provide the nearly ^' million 
Amcricans-wtid-recoive Social - - 
Security or Supplementary 
Security Income checks wllh 
,two cost-of-living adjustments 
per year. , 

"Older Americans would not- . 

. then be forced to ploy catch-up 
with inflation, a game Ihcy 
always lose," Church said. 

On July 1, Social Security 
checks Included a 5.9 per cent 
cost-of-living increase. The 



pbst-oMvIng increase clause 
was added to Social Security in 
1972 and currently provides for 
the adjustment once each 
year. 

Church, the keynote speaker 
at a two-day Governor's 
- Conference on the-Quality of- 
Llfc for' our Senior Citizens, 
also said the "statutory yard- 
stick" Used to determine the 
financial needs of trie elderly 
nccdslobochanged. 

"Wo- need to more ac- 
curately determine the true 
impacl of Inflation upon the 
elderly," Church said. "Rising 
prices - particularly energy 
costs - have shaken the 



financial^ capacity of many 
who retired on what was 
considered a comfortable . 
Income a few years ago. 

"In extreme eases, 
skyrocketing utility costs have 
been ruinous," Church added. 
"Some elderly persons' In Uic " 
Midwest, for example, paid 
(250 a month for healing bills 
this past winter, while* at. 
templing lo live on a $300 
Social Security check," — - 

Church also predicted that 
Congress this session would ' 
pass much or President Car- 
ler's proposed eight-point plan 
lo revise (undlng for the 
flnanclally^troublcd Social

But, Church added that 
Carter's proposal to use In- 
come tax revenues to ba|l out 
the Social Security, program 
would not be needed for about 
15 year s when t he number of 
recipients wTirincrease" 
dramatically.

Marshall was asked 
specifically about upcoming 
talks between the 'bituminous 
coal Industry and the United 
Mine Workers, whose mem- 
bers are expected to strike 
Dec.G. He replied: 

"We do not Intend to get 
involved In collective 
bargaining. What we can do Is 
try to narrow the range of ■ 
issues by trying to resolve a lot 
of problems before they 
do get lo the bargaining 
tabl?." 

Marshall acknowledged Hint 



President Carter's chief 
economic adviser, Charles. . 
Schultze, may. disagree with 
him on'tlils issue. But an aide 
Insisted that Carter agrees 
with Marshall that the ad- 
ministration should nol In- 
tervene.
